Forage Crops For Swine 


By E. M. CHRISTEN, Swine Extensibn Spe<£alut, 


Pennsylvania State College 


The problems of the swine breeder in Pennsylvania are 


not the same as those of the breeder in the true corn 'belt. 
Here we are located in the midst of a large consuming indus- 
trial people, which means bun market is at our door. 
Thus 


we eliminate transportation costs and a complicated machin- 
ery of marketing. The cost of these two items ^ust be de- 
ducted from the corn-belt man's selling price< since his'product 
must go to the consumer in direct competition with'oarg here. 


Hence, our biggest problem perhaps -hr Pennsylvania is 


to lower our cost of production. When one considers that oar 
state is eighteenth in production, that we produce approxi- 
mately a million and a quarter hogs each year, we realize thatk 
a slight lowering of production cost increases the profit to the 
farmers of the state by a large figure. As we are not a typi- 
cally corn producing state it is necessary to look for a growing 
substitute. This is found to be the use of a forage crop during 
the growing season. 


To prove the statement just made, the following summary 


of demonstrations conducted in Pennsylvania this last summer 
is quoted :

The above is a summary of the forage crop demonstra- 


tions carried to completion during the summer, of 11921. These 
were supervised by the County Farm Bureaus 'and members of 
the Extension Department of the College. 
The figures show 


the following: 
1.—That it required 133.3 pounds less' feed to-produce 


100 pounds of pork on forage than it did in dry lot. 


2.—That the feed cost per% 100 pounds of gain is $7.13 


in the dry lot feeding and $4.-79,.jn the-lots^TOhere forage crop 
is given. "This is a saving of $2,39 in favor df using a pasture. 


3.—That the net cost of producing 100-lb gain with for- 


age is $5.96, and with dry lot $7.69. This gives a net $1,73 
in favor of forage crops.

After studying this table the question arises, What forage 


crop should I use and how much do I need? It is impossible 
to give an answer that will apply to every individual. 
Or- 


dinarily alfalfa or clover'pasture will give the best results, 
and will provide an ample amount of green, feed throughout, 
the growing season. However, if one does not have a lot of- 
these legumes started now, it is to.o late to get it ready for the 
coming season. Rape of an English variety is the next befit 
forage and is ready for pasturing six to eight weeks after it 
is sown. Rape can be used with,any pigs but white ones. .The 
white skin is easily irritated by the rape and the ears and 
backs of the pigs will blister or scald. This is Only true:of _ 
voung white pigs. Rape will furnish an abundance of forage 
throughout the season, if not pastured too hard. It is usually 
sown at the rate of ten pounds per acre. Combinations of oats 
and rape, oats and peas, and oats, peas and rape, are used with 
good success. They usually do not last as long or furnish aa 
much forage as do the legumes cr raps alone. In these com- 
binations the oats and peafe are usually sown at the rate.-of. a 
bushel and half each per acre, and whe'n rape is added the 
amount is five pounds per acre. 
As to the acreage to sow, this depends entirely o.n the 


size and number cf hogs to be pastured. 
An acre of - ordinary 


pasture will provide succelent feed for 20 to 25 average sized 
spring pigs. This rule will serve as a guide for the amount 
to plant or sow.

In planning your forage it is well to remember next tall. 


It is then time to fatten and a few acres of com can be easily 
and profitably harvested by turning the hogs into it. One acre 
of com will fatten 5 to 7 125 pound pigs. It is to the advan- 
tage of every man who is not using forage for his pigrs to-do 
so. It is necessary to plan and look ahead. It-Means a saving 
of $1.73 for every 100 pound of pork he produces.
